Salute to British 
Civilians as Sixth 
Winter of War Ends .-.. . 


Canadians Pay Tribute to British 4% 


Morale in Hardest of All 
Winters 


What may now confidently. be 
counted on as likely to be Britain’s 
last winter under the complete rigors 
of wartime conditions, is now drawing 
to a close. As it does so, the following 
tribute to British spirit and British 
behavior is- paid in the National 
News-Letter, of London, England, ‘ 
by the editor, who is himself @ 
Canadian: 


Canadian’s Confidence Justified 

“About the end of last August, 
I had a conversation with two well- 
known Members of Parliament (I shall 
spare them the embarrassment of 
mentioning their names) which has 
been much in my mind during the 
past six weeks. 

‘The three of us were agreed that the 
British people had been called upon 
to bear an immense burden hag | 
the past five years, which they ha 
borne with remarkable fortitude, and 
that many were suffering from fatigue 
and strain. But there agreement 
ended, because the two M.P.’s were 
apprehensive about the attitude of 
the general public if the war went on 
throughout the winter. It was doubt- j 
ful, they argued, if the public would 
‘put up with’ another winter. of war; 
and if it turned out to be a hard winter * 
—well, no one could say what would 
happen. My disagreement was based 
on the conviction that the people 
of this country will put up with almost 
anything, endure unbelievable hard- 
ships, if they believe that that i: 
necessary to achieve some, really 
important goal; and they believe that 
the defeat of Germany is Britain's 
Number One goal today. 

‘“‘Well, it has been a hard winter— 
the hardest of all these six war winters. 
The break-down of transport services; 
the lack of fuel; the growing difficulties 
of securing any variety in the family 
meal; the crowning trial of burst water 
pipes and lack of plumbers to mend 
them and restore the water supply; 
these are but a few of the stresses 
added to the many other difficulties 
of everyday war-time life of the great © 
majority of British civilians. 

No Suggestion of Slackening 

‘There have been plenty of digs at 
what a writer in The Economist calls 
the ‘exhibitionism of British plumbing’, 
which leaves pipes exposed to the 
frost; there have been more digs at 
the Minister of Fuel and Power; and .~. 
the propriety of hens that lay their 
eggs in the form of dust in little 
brown packets (powdered eggs from 
Canada— Editor F.L.) has been 
questioned. But there has _ been 
amazingly little grumbling and not 
the slightest suggestion that we should 
slacken our war effort. 

“Last summer, when Flying-bombs 
were blasting ‘Southern England’, 
out of a very large correspondence 
from all sorts of people, I received 
only two letters suggesting that we~~ 
should make a compromise peace with .- 
Germany. I have received none 
since that time. 

‘‘During these war years, we have 
saluted our soldiers, our sailors and 
our airmen. Some of them are today 
enduring hardships which make ours «» 
pale by comparion. Nevertheless, y% | 
a tribute is also due, at this stage of ‘ 
the war, to the ordinary man and ‘q 
woman in civilian life in Britain.”

TTAWA, April 4th.—The rapid 
advance: of the Allied forces has 
brought into sharp perspective the 
roblem of supplying food for the 
Bure ean peoples. That is the job 
of UNRRA, and that organization 
requires the support of the nations 
behind it. The word from UNRRA 
headquarters has been that, by the 
end of June, at least 480,000 tons of 

food will have been shipped. 

Britain Risks Own Stocks 

The problems of supplying food 
does not apply alone to the liberated 
areas, but also to some Allied countries. 
Britain has shipped great quantities of 
food to Europe when appealed to by 
General Eisenhower, who could see 


®how much this food was needed by 


the liberated peoples. This food came 
from stocks accumulated to saf guard 
the country in the face of the dangers 
from U-boat warfare. The British 
situation has now been aggravated by 
the world-wide shortage of: meat. 

The question which faces this coun- 
try is to what extent Canada can 
make up the drop in shipments of 
meat from. the United States. It has 
been stated that the Government is 
giving serious consideration to the 
whole meat situation. There has 
naturally been speculation on whether 
this foreshadows meat rationing in this 
country. 

It is clear, in any event, that 
Canada is going to press pretty hard 
on its shipments of beef to Britain. 
These exports have been growing. 
The agreement with Britain is a 
minimum of 50,000,000 pounds a year, 
but in 1944 the purchases for the 
British account amounted to about 
130,000,000 pounds. 

” Doubled Exports Still Inadequate 


This year slaughterings have been 
50 per cent over the equivalent period 
of 1944, and there is the prospect 
that in view of the urgent need the 
exports for 1945 may be at least 
double those of last year. But that 
would go. only a comparatively small 
way on the road to alllng bhe deficiency 
in exports from the United States 
which are being decreased by seven- 
eighths. It may be that with Argen- 
tina now having declared war on the

Canadians are eating less meat per 
capita of population than the people 
of the United States, has been 
apparently received with astonish-_ 
ment by Americans, who believed 
that supplies in this country were 
much heavier.

Eight Branch Stores of U.F.A. 
Central Co-op Now—Six 
More in Prospect 


Excavation was commenced this 
week on foundations for an addition 
to the U.F.A. Building on Eleventh 
Avenue East, in Calgary. 

Present plans call for one storey and 
full basement, constructed so as to 
take a second storey when required. 
When this year’s plans are carried out, 
the U.F.A. Building will have more 
than 47,000 square feet of floor space, 
exclusive of the upstairs offices. 

The building has become a centre 
from which branches of the central 
co-operative are served. These are 
increasing in numbers and in turnover. 
Already eight branch stores are served, 
and six more are in prospect. The 
turnover of the Central store in 
Calgary last year was $192,000. 

It will be rememierel! that two 
years ago the U.F.A. Central Co- 
Operaive Association purchased the 
50 feet frontage west of the present 
building. The cottage which stood 
on the property was then moved away. 
Application was made to Ottawa for 
permission to erect a warehouse on 
the rear, but permisslon was denied. 
When the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board restrictions were modified in 
May, 1944, permission was sought to 
construct a builling two storeys in 
height with full basement, 120 feet 
long by 50 feet wide. The Controller: 
of Construction refused a_ permit. 
After plans were re-submitted, how- 
ever, with some changes, a permit 
was granted. 

The original building and property 
were purchased in April, 1940. The 
building permit granted by the city 
for the two-storey building is based 
on an estimated value of $21,000 
but as stated, only the basement and 
one storey will be built at this time.

It will be observed that apart from 
the creamery at Alix and the con- 
densery at Red Deer, all other expan- 
sion has been since 1941, during which 
time ten creameries were acquired. 
Prior to the war,\the territory served 
by the Association had expanded to 
include the Central part of Alberta 


from its Western to its Eastern boun- , 


dary. The produce of members was 
transported to the Association’s plants 
in Red Deer and Alix mostly by truck. 
As a result of the war, it became im- 
possible to keep trucks in operation 
due to restrictions on tires and fuel. 
The Association was therefore faced 
with the alternative of discontinuing 
service to a large part of its territory 
or of acquiring creameries well placed 


throughout the territory. The total 
amount invested in all these cream- 
eries is not large, being not more than 
the cost of the condensery. The 
acquisition of the creameries has had 
very beneficial results, for besides 
roviding surer and better service it 
as established a closer contact be- 
tween the Association and its members. 
As previously intimated, the Asso- 
ciation operates two small milk de- 
livery businesses in the Towns of 
Ponoka and Olds. In _ connection 
with this undertaking in the Town of 
Olds, the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners for the «Province of 
Alberta maintain control.

Information Respecting Finances 


The Association made deductions 
from its members as authorized by its 


_Memorandum of Association and mar- 


keting contract, but discontinued that 
practice in 1937. Participating Equity 
Certificates were of course’ issued 
covering all such deductions annually, 
and such certificates have since been 
redeemed, with the exception of three 
years’ issues, which will be taken up 
annually in order of date. 

~ Surpluses are distributed annually 
to members in proportion to their 
deliveries, less only necessary expenses 
and reserves. Accounts are kept 
separately with respect to the different 
types and classes of produce delivered 
and distributions are made accord- 
ingly. Distribution of surplus is a 
final payment to members. A final 
ayment form is filed herewith. It will 
e noted that such final form is made 
up of two parts, oue being a cheque 
for the cash distribution and _ the 
other a statement and certificate 
covering the deferred portion of dis- 
tribution. Participating Certificates 
are being redeemed on a seven-year 
revolving fund plan. The Association 
is working toward a six-year plan, 
and it is anticipated that objective 
will be reached by 1945. From 1925 
to 1934 inclusive total surpluses have 
been allocated to members in the 
amount of $654,735.90 of which 
$445,264.13 has been paid in cash 
leaving a balance of $209,470.68 rep- 
resented by Participating Certificates 
held by members. In all, fifteen 
series of Participating Certificates 
have been issued to members, eight 
of these have been redeemed for cash.

LEVELLING C 


HERE are times when for pur- 
poses of construction, such’ as 
installing water or drainage sys- 
tems or for other reasons, it is neces- 
sary to determine the difference in 
level between two points of. ground. 
Sometimes this can be estimated 
closely enough for the job in hand, 
but there are other times when a more 
accurate knowledge of levels is neces- 
sary, and then the farmer is faced with 
the eypense of calling in a surveyor

easily himself by means of an inexpen- 
sive piece of equipment that can be 
made up by any handy man in the 
farm workshop. 

This particular piece of quipment 
is the Combination Level and Measur- 
ing Staff, devised by the writer, and a 
working drawing showing construction 
and application of the Combination 
Level and Measuring Staff, together 
with specifications and instructions for 
booking levels, is reproduced below: 


COMBINATION LEVEL 


A—Straightedge, 10 ft. long and 
slightly rounded on one end. 
B—Spirit level, located in centre of 

straightedge and either set in or 
clamped on. 
C—U lamp, with wing nut. 
D—Metal Shoe. 


* E—Measuring ‘staff, 6 ft. long, and

(5) Mark the point where the shod 
end (D) of straightedge rested and 
move uphill, placing the foot of the 
measuring staf exactly on this mark, 
and proceed as before.

We welcome to Calgary and Alberta today the 
spokesmen of the organized farmers of the United 
Kingdom who are in Canada to study our problems 
and to seek our assistance in furthering plans, 
which they have much at heart, for the arrangement 
of a world conference of primary producers in 
London in October. 
> We welcome them first of all as representatives 
of the gallant British people, who, in days when 
in the eyes of many of their friends abroad all 
seemed lost, held the pass for humanity and saved 
the world from slavery. We welcome them as 
fellow members of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, a brotherhood that in the most perilous 
days of all, stood alone against the enemy. We 
welcome them as representatives of the British 
farmers, whose intensive labors in the face of danger 
and what might well have seemed insuperable 
difficulty, have been important factors in the defeat 
of the blockade.

With the British farmers’ plans for a world 
conference of primary producers every reader of 
this paper will be in sympathy. . If the coming 
peace is to be stable; if the ‘causes of recurrent 
depressions ruinous to agriculture are to be removed;

numerous and the most ill-paid, is to be assured 
a hopeful future, these primary producers them- 
selves must be prepared to bring their influence 
to bear in the field of international relations. They 
cannot afford to leave everything to Governments. 

The time will come, we trust, when voluntary 
organizations of the people, urban and rural, will 
have an important role to play in many international 
conferences. Those who are engaged in agriculture 
must prepare now to take their share of responsi- 


‘bility in such activities.

Dr. BARTON'S ADVICE 


Just at the moment when farmers are planning 
their season’s operations, Dr. G. S. H.. Barton, 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture for Canada, stresses 
the very positive recommendation made by the 
Dominion-Provincial Conference on Agriculture, that 
wheat production should be reduced, and the pro- 
duction of meat maintained. ‘We are in danger of 
being: even longer on wheat and even shorter on 
meat than we were at the time of the Conference,” 
he states. | eee 

“Canada has today almost a monopoly of the 
British bacon market,” he adds. ‘“‘That will not 
always be so, but we are in a position to produce 
a product that will satisfy that market when the 


war is over.” ie , 
If the supplies are not forthcoming, “the structure 


- which has taken a lifetime to build will be wrecked,”’ 
says. Dr. Barton, and he urges the desirability of 


substituting coarse grain production for wheat to 
a very great extent, because these grains “are the 
cornerstone of animal and dairy products pro- 
duction.” 

It will be agreed that Dr. Barton’s advice is 
sound, and that farmers will do well to follow it; 
even though, as officers of Alberta Livestock Co- 
operative and of, the U.F.A.. and A.F.U. have 

ointed out, an important factor in the decline in 
production that Dr. Barton deplores may be 
found in the policies followed by the Dominion 
Government. :

Competition on World Markets 

Outside of Canada’s domestic butter 
requirements, in the export field, on 
the world markets, we have always 
been in competition with the manu- 
facturers of oleomargarine, and this 
butter substitute has been continually, 
through the past 50 years, offered for 
sale alongside pure butter by the 
retail trade—especially in heavily popu- 
lated countries. 

. Therefore, as the war has proceeded 
and more food, in devastated lands 
and among destitute peoples, is des- 

erately sought, butter starved popu- 
[ibe will more than gladly accept 
substitutes of any kind, and it is safe 
to say that more margarine is in use 
today than ever was before. 

The Dominion Government wisely 
and consistently has kept a ban on 
the manufacture and import into 
Canada of oleomargarine. It has 
always been good policy to do so, while 
fostering. the development of the 
Dairying Industry in a new expanding 
economy. 

However, when the war is over 
and the world approaches more normal 
conditions—as every right thinking 
person surely hopes it may soon— 
we shall undoubtedly be faced with 
a surplus of butter and must continue 
to export this surplus. ‘ee 

Here then is the challenge to the 
cream producer—quoting Mr. Need- 
ham: ‘Thev are using margarine 
right now in England, which has been 
built up artificially to the point where 
it contains as many vitamins as dairy 
butter.”’ 

Mr. Needham also says with. refer- 
ence to the dairy industry: ‘‘Perhaps, 
in normal times, it needs protection, 
but we are certainly in a period right 
now when the Dairy Farmers do not 
require protection of any kind.’” 

Abnormal Times 

We know .at the moment we are 
passing through abnormal times: sharp 
demand, inadequate supply, Govern- 
ment subsidy 10c, ‘otal for special 
grade cream over 40c per lb. B.F. 

Looking back a brief span of years, 
we had a lengthy period of sub-normal 
times: Financial depression, glut of 
butter in cold storage across Canada, 
bottom:of market gone out, gross price 
for butterfat 10c per lb. No govern- 
ment subsidy. The dairy farmer and 
creameries took the rap. : 

So it is very easy to remember the 
abnormal times of the present, and 
the subnormal times of the past, but 
the least understood phase in the 
‘dairy industry is the normal times. 

It is to be hoped in the future that 
some wise and ‘saving grace in our 
economy will place this business on a 
parity price basis and keep it there.

No..1 War Workers 

The dairy farmer is a No. 1 war 
worker, and I know many who are 
too old for the job, but doing it all 
the same faithfully and loyally to 
help out the heavy demands of war- 
time conditions. 

This article is offered, on account of 
requests.for margarine to be made 
available in Canada, and chiefly to 
draw your attention to Mr. R. J. 
Needham’s treatise on the subject, 
which I think is very informative.

Can Apply for Private Road

Action by Government to 
Deal with Hog Situation 


Pointing out that about three mil- 
lion hogs worth nearly $80,000,000 
were produced in Alberta in 1944, 
(more than in any other Province), 
George E. Church, President of the 
U.F.A., urges that the Dominion 
Government adjust the basic price 
of hogs to that of grain without de lay 
to check present serious tendency to 
less hog production, and also to place 
a ban on shipment of sows to market, 
especially those in pig, and pay a 
higher price for litters raised in 
winter than for summer fed hogs. 


U.F.A. and A.F.U. Together 
“Tt would also help to stimulate hog 
production of the type calculated to 
retain the British market after the 
war if young sows of the best type 
were distributed through government 
agencies to farmers,’’ stated President 
Church. He points out that ‘‘the 
U.F.A. together with the Alberta 
Farmers Union, has urged the removal 
of the discrimination between, the 
farmer who raises oats and barley 
and the farmer who raises those grains 
and feeds them to hogs.”

high grade cheese made in the major 
dairying Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec and all evaporated milk put 
up in this country are shipped to 
Britain. To maintain the cheese 
output for export, butter rations have 
been reduced from 8 to 6 ounces per 
week per person and the fat content 
on products ‘like ice cream* has been 
sharply reduced. Because of - the 
presence of the large numbers. of 
troops in the Pacific area and on 
account of.the difficulty of trans- 
portation, it hasn’t been possible for 
Australia and New Zealand to keep 
up their cheese exports to Britain. 
Alberta and Manitoba make up defi- 
ciencies in cheese available for do- 
mestic population in Eastern Canada 
by shipments from their plants. 


Dairy Exports Concentrated 


Canada aims to send dairy products 
to Britain in as concentrated form as 
possible. All evaporated milk sent 
over has a 9.1 fat content compared 
with the normal content of 7.8. 
Last year -Canada_ produced _17,- 
600,000,000 pounds of milk_ and there 
is hope for an increase this year of 
about 3 per cent. Last year Canada 
shipped abroad 80,000,000 dozen eggs 
(about 9,000 long tons mainly in 
powdered form). This year — this 
amount, it is expected, will be exceeded, 
hee a larger percentage of eggs in the 
shell. 


‘‘Long on Wheat—Short on Meat’’ 


Although the speech was delivered 
some days ago, statements made by 
Dr. Barton, Deputy Minister of Agri- 


culture, outline the agricultural situa- 


tion so clearly that they seem to bear 
repetition. He emphasized what he 
had said at the agricultural conference 
in December, that ‘‘we are long on 


-wheat and short on meat,” and that 


there is a danger of being even longer 
on wheat and shorter on meat. He 
went on to say, ‘‘The West has made 
the biggest contribution to Canada’s 
wartime expansion of hog. production. 
But if the West continues to reduce 
hog production, the future of our 
agriculture will be all the more critical 
—not only for the West itself, but 
for farmers everywhere in the Do- 
minion’’. 

He appreciated, he said, the natural 
preference that many Western farmers 
had for the production of wheat, but 
knowing the limitations on the wheat 
markets, the wheat quota had been 
reduced to 14 bushels an acre on the 
authorized wheat acreage. 

If that acreage is 100 acres the 

amount marketed can be only 1400 
- bushels whether the farmer sows 

100 or 200 acres in wheat. 

‘“‘Isn’t it to coarse grains,” he asked, 
“that Western farmers should turn 
in order to restore their income 
threatened by a reduced quota. on 
wheat deliveries?’’ Coarse grain pro- 
duction, he said, “‘is the corner stone 


of animal and dairy products produc- 


tion. By increasing the acreage in 
coarse grains, we can hope to breed 
more sows to produce more pigs, to 
feed milk cows and to finish cattle 
and lambs now on the way, and to 
maintain our poultry industry.” 

a Within three months winter wheat 
can be sown in liberated areas by 
Soviet Russia, but it may take years 
for even the most energetic country 
to restore ravaged herds of livestock. 
“For at least two of those years Britain 
is prepared to take all the animal 
droducts we can export.”

The Wheat Situation 


ay LEONARD D. NESBITT, 
uperintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


A year ago many Canadian, people 
gained the idea that the Dominion’s 
wheat surplus problem was _ solved. 
At that time Canadian wheat was being 
exported as fast as~ transportation 
could be provided. The United States 
was importing wheat: from the Dom- 
inion at an average rate-of around 16 
million bushels a month. Further- 
more, crop prospects on the Canadian 
prairies were poor in the spring of 
1944 and the outlook in the United 
States was none too good. As things 
turned out, Canada in 1944 produced 
435 million bushels of wheat, an ex- 
cellent crop, while United States pro- 
duction soared over a billion bushels. 


Unwieldy Surplus 


Right now it would appear that 
Canada has an unwieldy surplus of 
wheat, and that the carryover next 
July 3lst will be dangerously large 
with the end of the war in prospect 
before that date. ° 

Based on figures released by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Canada 
had available for export and carryover 
on February Ist, 492 million bushels 
of wheat. Exports to the United 
States were less than 20 million bushels 
for the first seven months of the crop 
year, and takings will be substantially 
lower for the balance of the year. 
During the 1943-44 crop year me 
o 
Canadian wheat. It seems impossible 
for Canada to export a volume ap- 
proaching the 343 million bushels ex- 
ported in the 1943-44 crop year. If 
the carryover is down to 350 million 
bushels by July 3lst, it is about the 
best that can be expected. -Feeding 
wheat to livestock has dwindled away. 
In the previous two crop years Can- 
adian farmers fed an aggregate of 100 
million bushels to livestock.

any apprehension over large supplies 
of wheat in Canada in view of the dire 
need for food in Europe, this argument 
was answered by the statement of Dr. 
Barton, Federal Deputy .Minister of 
Agriculture, who pointed out that 
Europe can quickly recover any wheat 
production. In fact, Russia is likely 
to harvest a large crop of wheat in the 
Ukraine within three months’ time. 
The greatest food shortages in Europe 
are the meats and fats and what ship- 
ping space is available wili be used 
largely for those foods. To move 335 
million bushels. of’ wheat to Europe 
would require some ten million tons 
of shipping space or around a thousand 
*full cargoes of 10,000 tons apiece. 

In 1940, the first full year of war, 
Canadian farmers .seeded 28,726,000 
acres to wheat. Germany’s conquest 
of Europe closed markets on that con- 
tinent and surpluses steadily mounted 
until on July 31st, 1943, the Canadian 
carryover reached 601 million bushels. 
The figure was down to 355 million 
bushels on July 3lst, 1944 Although 
in the meantime Canada’s wheat 
acreage had declined to 17.4 million 
acres in 1943, 1t rose to 23.2 millions 
in 1944. Last December the Dominion- 
Provincial Agricultural Conference re- 
commended that 21.5 million acres of 
land be seeded to wheat for the 1945 
crop. 

It is true that crop prospects for the 
Prairie Provinces are not any too good 
at the present time, but they are not as 
bad as conditions a year ago. A poor 
crop would relieve the wheat con- 
gestion but it would also seriously 
diminish supplies of coarse grains, flax, 
etc., and cause a shortage in livestock 
feed. What is wanted is more acreage 
seeded to barley, oats and flax, -par- 
ticularly in barley, which is likely 
to be in strong demand.

Functions of Agricultural 
Extension Services 


The two functions of agricultural 
extension services, writes Dr. W 
Neatby, Line Elevators Farm Service, 
in a recent bulletin, are to ‘‘extend” 
knowledge through publications, radio, 
short courses, field days, junior clubs, 
and the other to provide information 
and services whereby individual farm- 
ers can secure the best advice on 
specific problems. These services are 
provided, in the West, by the Pro- 
vincial and Federal Departments of 
Agriculture, by the Universities and 
by a number of commercial concerns; 
one weakness of this set-up, says Dr. 
Neatby, is that farmers often do not 
know’ where to take their individual 
problems.

Annual depreciation is calculated 
on a reasonable basis on a scale com- 
Soni to that permitted by the 

ncome War Tax Act and a small 
bad debt reserve is also provided. 

In 1939 the Association experienced 
a rather bitter price war in condensed 
milk, in whieh substantial losses were 
incurred. From that experience— 
having regard to the greatly increased 
production of condensed milk due to 
the Government’s encouragement as a 
war measure—it was felt that a reserve 
should be set up to protect the Assoc- 
iation against fons that might follow 
from having large stocks of condensed 
milk on hand whieh could bring about 
lower values or even another price war. 

The Reserve against decline of butter 
inventory is considered reasonable in 
the light of present production and 
conditions. 

The general reserve has not been 
designated to any one department of 
our business, but is retained for al- 
location to any source as occasion 
might arise. A major percentage of 
this reserve was set'up against possible 
large losses in the condensery op- 
erations.
